THE FARMERS’ TROUBLE— 
OVERPRODUCTION. 
Chicago, Jan. 28.—The woes of out 
farmers are chiefly due to the same cause 
| that has deranged our coal mining indus- 
}try. Too many are in the game, causing 
overproduction and wasting labor. The 
great rise in the price of land, which has 
doubled, and in some cases trebled and 
quadrupled, in the last ten years, proves 
this. If the poor and remote farms and 
mines (which comprise over one-fifth of 
the total) were abandoned, it would en- 
courage -the others to produce to capa- 
city, insuring bigger crops at lower cost, 
and it would release a lot of first class 
labor to other industries. Farniers, in- 
stead of deploring, should welcome every 
increase of wages in other occupations, 
as it decreases the number of farmers 
nd increases the number and buying 
power of farmers’ customers. Any sub- 
stantial reduction of freight rates can be 
made (until we have government owner- 
Ship) only by bankrupting the roads or 
beggaring their employés. Lending money 
or giving credit to nations whose. credit 


surplus is practically making them a 
present of it. If our lawmakers really 
want to get our farmers more money for 
.their crops, several nations have lately 
shown them a sure way to do so. The 
Japanese government, by taking control 
of the silk crop, has nearly doubled the 
‘price. of raw silk in two years.’ Brazil 
has done the same thing with coffee. Mng- 


dland is now doing likewise with rubber 


As this cotintry takes 75 per 
cent of the silk, coffee, and rubber that 
these nations export, and they in tura 
take most of our surplus wheat, cotton, 
etc., it wouldn’t seem unfair if our gov- 
ernment, by taking control, made them 
pay enough for our wheat and cotton, 
at least, to give our farmers a slight 
margin of profit.
